Regiment of Dragoons is given to Count Kyken. His Czarifh Majelty 
has appointed the young Prince Romanzoff to go Ambafflador to the Court 
of Vienna, with Directions to make a Stop at Warfaw till the Diet 
mects, in Order to demand and infift upon the Payment of the two Mil- 
lioas, which the Czar ftill claims of the Crown of Polland : However it 
is reported, that his Czarifh Majefty would defift from his Pretenfions; 
provided the King and the Senate of Polland wave their Rights upon the 
Dutchy of Gourlandjand make them over tothe Czar; mean while, the 
Duke of Courland has made and fent a folemn Proteftation againft that 
Scfhon, both tothe King of Polland and to Petersburg.

the Rupture is broke out, which fome however are of Opinion will not, 
becaufe the Turkifh Militia (as they-fay ) are unwilling to fight again 
the Ruffians, by Reafon of the vaft Deferts and difficult Paflages bet ween 
the two Empires, where no fufficieat Subfiftance is to bé had, either for 

Man or Horfe ; they give alfo othér Reafons-againft the Commencement 
of'a Rupture by the Porte, ‘particulasly chat it-is probable that the Turks 
as well. as the Chriftians will'wifely confider, rhat the Fortun¢ and {flue 
of War isuncertain, and that according to an antient Tradition fupertti- 
tioufly held by the Mufti, the Porte is to take Heed of engaging ina 
War againft Ruflia, it being likely, as thie ‘faid Tradition reprefents; 
that the Gzar through: his good Succefs;may' make him(elf Mafter ot Coa- 
ftantinople, fubdue afterwards’ the: whole-Ortoman-Power, and re-eita- 
blifh theantient Greek Empire. But notwithftanding all this,the Advices 
which we, have had from Conftantinople, do fully evince that the Porte 
is throughly, bent on;a War with the Czar, unlefs the latter abandons 
his new Conquefts in Perfia. Which on the other Hand he is refolved not 
to part with_upon any Account. ;
